Under the law of this State the public ro«<!n of Knox 
County iirt* in he worktd by the Malitia, Tiiis iiu-lmleH male citi- 
zens beivveen thi.> age of sixteen and fifty yeairs. but ticensHl 
Miuiaten of the Gospel aia exMptsd. A4a9a wsirir an tika roadii 
eight full hours. 

. It i^ the doty of the Overassr to give at lewt two days 
notice of tha time the road shall ba worked, and it is tha duty of 

the d.kI hands to furnish their OWB tools, and work the r<)a<l un 
der the Ovepeer^ It is a fine of $2.60 for each day a person fail» 
to work tha road. 

The Overboer has charge of the road and bridges on 
his section and it is his duty to superintend the work and keep the 
roads and bridges in good condition for travel. If he fails to do so 
he is sabjact to a fiae of from $5.00 to $25.00 for each offense. 

An Overseer hoMs his plaee from tha time ha receives 
his order until his resignation ia accepted bv tlie County Jud^e, 
Holding an order two years does not release the Overseer, but an 
Overseer who has held his order two yasrs or more may ba raleas* 
ed by the County Judge, providing ha Mli kit MM Ift IMi watM- 
tion before being released. 

The County is not able to appropriate money to work 
the roads for the raasoo that it is Sixty Thousand Dollars in debt 
beside the Bond Issue. It appasrs that soma parsons hsve the 
mistaken idea that the militia is not required to work the roads, 
but that the ro;idssh9ald be worked by taxation. This ia not cor- 
faat; tha law requires the Militia to work tha foad. 

Work on the road last year was not pressed for the 
reason that our country was at war with Germany, and our pmple 
ware called upon, not only to fight, but to raise all kind of crops 
for the maintsnance of the army and tha Europsan eountrias. 
Ths wsr is over. NO EXCUSE WILL BE TAKEN THIS YEAR 
FOR NOT W0RKI.S\;THE road Get busy. The Overseers 
should begin at unce to warn the handii and put the roads in good 
condition. If the Overseer* fail to do this the road hands should 
report that failure. Go at it. if you wait, it will not be an excuse 
that you are busy in your crops. THE ROADS ARE GOING TO 
BE WORKED THIS YEAR BEFORE CROP TIME.

Hy careful work the Americans! 
hud secreted about two hundred 
men and thousands of pieces 
of artillery witha«t tha Gamans 
knowing it Tha fwrt ind baaa in 
thara and wmf aliaiwfl a taw ant- 
paste ta ba haM hy aawB dataehmanta 
of French whose blue uniforms is 
very easily recognized. The usual 
iimoutit of artillery exchanped but 
no more.

The in- 
fantry platoon v.hieh wo were sent 
to support didn't know where their 
officers were and when 1 finally lo- 
cated him he was still looking for his 
men. Still it rained. We had to 
dig our guns in and dig ouiaalvea in.

It b hard to picture the sit- 
uation Imt sufficient to say we were 
sent to stop an attack and we didn't 
kno\» deliMit<dy wliere the enemy lay. 
We iiaii a few infantry men there 
hut eouhln't locate anyone either to 
our unlit or to our left, but daylight 
ranie linalty and we found ourselves 
un<l our comrades and there was no 
trouble except for constant machine

You ask about Uie lost Batalioa 
in the Argonha Forast. I was vary 
near them, about a thousand yards 
away, whila they were cut off.
